2. Resolved, That to enable the Consolidat- 
ed Itevejue Fund to meet lhe Supply granted 
10 Her Majesty for the present year, a sura, fiol 
exceeding two hundred and. fifty thousand 
pounds, be raised by debentures on lhe credit of 
the sdid Fund. 

Mr. Brown moved an amendment, That iho 
Ittpon of the Committee bo recommitted loo 
Committee of the Whole Houso,with an inslruc- 
tion Mr, ku oul iho 2nd llesolullon, it belur/ 
ulterly Inexpedient lo increase the Fublio Debt 



"Resolved — That Ibis house uot having 
been in any way consulted, which, as au inde- 
pendent branch nf tie Legi^l.ituie it ought to 
have been as to the filing lhe permanent Seal 
of Government, resolves licit it trill not con- 
cur in any vote for a supply to t erect i'u'Jic 
If uif dings for such purjvse, until after the 
first election of Members to sit in thi\ 
house.'' 

The last resolution which shut off the rote 
of .£50,000 for this session was added to lhe 
motion of Mr. Cook, on the suggestion of 
lion. G. S. IJ011I1011. The lion. John 
Koss tfUhed to treat this as an arnundment, 
but the reuse of the House being evidently 
again; 1 him, he gave way and the whole series 
ivuru moved together. .Messrs. Dc IJIaqui*re, 
James Morns, Furno,.Dixou, the mover, and 
others supported 1 lhe resolutions, and Misws, 
Koss, Qnesnel, Tathe, and oth.'rs, opposed 
iheui. Several members of the Opposition de- 
clared plainly that if the Seat of (iovernment 
were taken to Quebec, lhe dissolution of (he 
\)t i in w >u'd be inevitable, and that ihcy would 
rather v>lo the supply bill lhan permit tin: role 
to be carried. The resolutions were fnull)' 
carried 12 to 9. s 

All lhe influence of the Quebec party will, of 
course, be used to secure the reversal of this 
vole, but we cannot believe that the meiiihtr.s 
of the Council will recede from I heir position. 
They will earn for lhein*elves lhe grateful 
thanks of every friend of the country if they 
put a atop to the infamous policy which the
